Trial of Mendel Beiliss Held For

Russia, Vet, 14.-—The entire 
in the trial of Mendel 
Ktelliss for the murder of the boy, 
Andrew Yushinsky, in 1910, was 
transferred temporarily today to the 
eave in which the boy's body was 
found.

where adopted or “farmed” childre: 
are being cared for, requiring person: 
caring for children to have a license; 
requiring doctors to register all birth: 
attended by them within ten days and 
also that children should be compelled 
to support and care for their aged 
parents who are incapable of looking 
after themselves, 

The petition set forth that “there 
are many houses in the province 
which undertake to care for and board 
children under the age of ten years, 
and in many cases the death of these 
children is due to neglect.” 

The petitioners asked that amend- 
iments be made to the Children's Pro- 
iection Act to require keepers of such 
nouses to take out a license. They 
also asked the Government to appoint 
nspectors whose duty it would be t 
inspect such houses and where con- 
jitions were detrimental to the health 
or morals of the children to cancu 
the license of the keeper and remove 
the children,

More Than Score of Lives Be- 
lieved to Have Been Lost in 
Recent Storm 


NOME, Alaska, Oct, 18—The SS 
Victoria, after discharging her cargo 
at Nome, sailed last night for Solo- 
mon, a placer mining camp of 300 
inhabitants, forty miles south-east of 
here, which is reported to have been 
ntirely destroyed by the recent tidal 
storm. Tho Victoria is expected to 
bring away those who wish to leave. 

More than a score of lives are be- 
lieved to have been lost in the storm. 
Beside the eight persons drowned at 
Nome, more than a dozen are report- 
ed to have perished from small yes- 
sels at sea. Nearly all the gasoline 
boats in Northern Behring Sea were 
demolished. 

Most of the Eskimos on Seward 
peninsula have been rendered desti- 
tute, Only one native house at the 
village of Sinuk, near Cape Rodney, is 
left standing. The missionary build- 
ing, two school houses and the win- 
ter supply of coal were destroyed.
